To either Constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said County, 
Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are here- 
by required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town 
qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, to meet at the Town 
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Hall, on Monday, the fourth day of March next, punctually at 
9 o’clock in the forenoon (the polls may be closed at 1 o’clock in 
the afternoon on said day of meeting), to act upon the following 
articles, namely: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing, including the following officers: Town Clerk, 
Treasurer, Collector, Auditor, Selectman for three years, Road 
Commissioner for three years, Assessor for three years, one mem- 
ber of the School Committee for three years, five Constables, 
one Trustee of Public. Library for three years, one Park Com- 
missioner for three years, Tree Warden, and one member of the 
Board of Commissioners of Trust Funds for three years. 


Article 3. To hear and act upon the report of the Select- 
men, Board of Public Welfare, School Committee, Engineers of 
the Fire Department, and any other officers and committees of 
said Town. 7 


Article 4. To raise and appropriate, or appropriate from 
any surplus or available funds in the treasury, such sum or sums 
of money as may be deemed necessary to defray Town charges 
for the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will authorize the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in antici- 
pation of the revenue of the current financial year. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
on and after January 1, 1930, in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning January 1, 1930. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
two hundred and twenty dollars ($220) toward defraying the 
expense of Memorial Day.

Voted: That the Board of Selectmen be and 
hereby are authorized to sign an indemnity agreement in behalf 
of the Town, indemnifying the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts against any and all claims for land, grade and drainage 
damages which may be caused by or result from the laying out, 
alterations, construction, reconstruction or relocation of such 
portion of the State Highway known as the Road from Hopedale 
to Upton as said Board of Selectmen may, in its discretion, and 
by the execution of said agreement approve; and that the Town 
will indemnify the said Commonwealth against any and all such 
claims as to that portion of said State Highway in said agree- 
ment described; and that the sum of $100.00 dollars be and 
hereby is raised and appropriated towards said damages and the 
expenses connected therewith.

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Parents and others are required to carefully examine the 
above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report 
them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, 
as it is of importance that the records of Vital Statistics should 
be complete. Herewith are extracts from the Revised Laws of 
Massachusetts, Vol. 1, Chapter 29, as amended by Chapter 280, 
Acts of 1912. 


Section 1. Physicians and midwives shall within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which they 
were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the city 
or town in which the birth occurred a notice stating the date and - 
place of birth, giving the street number, if any, the number of the 
ward in a city and the family name. Failure to mail or deliver 
the said notice shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty- 
five dollars for each offence. The notice required by this section 
need not be given if the notice required by the following section 
is given within forty-eight hours after the birth occurs. 


Section 2. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep a 
record of the birth of every child in cases of which they were in 
charge and shall, within fifteen days after the birth, mail or de- 
liver to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which the 
birth occurred a report of the birth, stating the date and place, 
the name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the names, 
ages, places of birth, occupations and residence of the parents, 
giving the street number, if there be any, and the number of the 
ward in a city, the maiden name of the mother, and whether or 
not the physician or midwife signing the birth return personally 
attended the birth. If the child is illegitimate, the name and 
other facts relating to the father shall not be stated except at the 
request in writing of both the father and mother filed with the re- 
turn, ‘The record to be kept by the physician or midwife, as 
above provided, shall also contain the facts hereby required to 
be reported to the city or town clerk. The fee of the physician 
or midwife shall be twenty-five cents for every birth so reported, 
which shall be paid by the city or town where the report is made 
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upon presentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate 
from the city or town clerk stating that the said birth has 
been properly reported to him. The report required to be made 
by this section is in addition to the report required to be made by 
the preceding section, and as above provided, if made within 
forty-eight hours of the birth, the report required by the preced- 
ing section shall not be required. A physician or midwife who 
neglects to make and keep the record hereby required or who 
neglects to report in the manner specified above each birth within 
fifteen days thereafter, shall for each offense forfeit a sum not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars. The city or town clerk or regis- 
trar shall file daily with the local board of health a list of all 
births reported to him, giving the following facts: date of birth, 
sex, color, family name, residence, ward, physician or midwife. 


Section 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every household, within forty days after the birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the city or town in which such child is born.

The illustrations in this report are from the section of Park 
territory west of the pond, where fourteen years ago a fine stand 
of Chestnut was cut, because of the raviges of the so-called Chest- 
nut Bark Disease. These stands of Red Pine, White Spruce, 
and Hemlock, are from twenty to thirty feet in height, and are 
living proof of what can be accomplished in making more attrac- 
tive as well as more productive, at a small expense, much of the 
land which now is covered with a scanty growth of almost 
valueless trees. 


A new stone and cement shelter or look-out has been built 
near the crest of ‘Darling Hill”, superseding the wooden build- 
ing which stood in that section. 


The old wooden bridge at or near the Maroney Grove has 
been replaced by a new structure of stone with a cement road- 
way, that gives better service. 


To make the various portions of the Town Park System at-

Given at 7.45 A. M. closes all grades below the High School for 
the forenoon. 

Given at 8.00 A. M. closes the Kindergarten and grades one, 
two and three for the forenoon. 

Given at 12.15 P. M. closes the Kindergarten and grades one, 
two and three for the afternoon. 

Given at 12.30 P. M. closes all the grades below the High 
School for the afternoon. 

It is important to note the time at which the signals are given. 
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ATTENDANCE LAWS. 


The state laws governing school attendance require that: 

Every child from seven to fourteen years of age unless he 
is physically or mentally unfit, and until he is sixteen years of 
age, unless he has completed the sixth grade, shall attend school 
all the time the school is in session. Every child from fourteen 
to sixteen years of age shall attend school unless such child has 
received an employment certificate and is regularly employed 
according to law for at least six hours a day. All minors under 
sixteen working in towns or cities which maintain Continuation 
Schools, must attend the Continuation Schools as prescribed by 
law. 


If a child fails to attend school according to law for seven 
day sessions or fourteen half day sessions, the child shall be con- 
sidered an habitual truant and may be sent to a truant school. 


If a parent or guardian fails to cause the child under his 
charge to attend school according to law, he shall be fined not 
over twenty dollars for each offense. 


REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No child can enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. (For entrance to 
the first grade this coming fall a child must be six years of age 
on or before October 1, 1930.) 


No child can enter the Kindergarten school unless such 
child shall become five years of age on or before October 1 follow- 
ing the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. (For a child 
to enter the Kindergarten this coming fall he must be five years 
of age on or before October 1, 1930.) 


No child can enter school for the first time during the year 
after October 1, except in special cases by permission. 
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We urge that all children enter the Kindergarten as this is 
the school in which the work of the beginning of reading, num- 
ber work, etc., is taken up. A child who enters the first grade 
without having attended the Kindergarten is thus handicapped by 
not having the advantages of the beginning work given in the 
Kindergarten. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of a con- 
tagious disease is not to return to school until such pupil secures 
a certificate signed by the School Physician, or by a regular 
Physician as approved by the School Physician. These medical 
certificates should be brought to the Superintendent’s office 
where a return-to-school permit will be granted to be presented 
to the teacher. If parents or pupils have any question about how 
to secure this permit, the pupil may take the physician’s certifi- 
cate to the teacher who will give instructions of how to secure 
the return-to-school permit.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF HOPEDALE :— 


I hereby submit my eleventh annual report, it being the 
thirty-sixth in the series of the School Superintendents’ reports. 
This year the attention of the country is turned to Massa- 


chusetts because of its Tercentenary Anniversary. Many people 
of this and other nations will visit the historic scenes and be 
thrilled by the recital of the adventures and experiences of the 
early settlers of our country. 

This event will give a vivid picture and bring a great ap-_ 
preciation of the hardships and struggles of the Pilgrims and 
other early settlers of our great and prosperous nation. We must 
thus more fully realize how well they builded through sacrifice 
for us who are enjoying their unselfish labors. 


As we study the early history of Massachusetts we are im- 
pressed by the important part it played in the establishment and 
development of schools. Hence it is fitting that this school re- 
port should recognize the value of this pioneer service. 


The fundamentals of American education as well as of 
American Government can be traced to the Puritan settlers who 
founded the Massachusetts Bay Colony. 


Free public education originated here in 1635, and was the 
beginning of the American Public School System—our greatest 
national institution. 


The next year the General Court voted forty pounds to be 
set aside for establishing an institution of higher learning, and 
Harvard College was founded. In 1647 it was decreed by the 
General Court that every township of fifty householders should 
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appoint a school master, and when the population increased to 
one hundred families, they should set up a Grammar School. 


The New England town meeting through which public edu- 
cation was brought under the control of all people originated in 
Massachusetts. This cherished and unique New England insti- 
tution—the town meeting—which is rapidly becoming an his- 
torical relic, was an important factor in the building of this 
country. 


There have been great changes in our industrial and social 
life since the days of the Plymouth Colony and the great gov- 
ernmental organizer, Governor Winthrop. 


At the time when these early settlers were struggling for 
existence near the shores, on the-hills and in the valleys of this 
new country, the world was composed of nations foreign to each 
other with but few facilities for getting acquainted. Hence — 
- there were suspicions and hatreds of one another. These con- 
ditions continued to exist to a large extent until recent years. 
For nearly two hundred and fifty years much of this country was 
sparsely settled with large difficulties in the intermingling of its 
people. For many years after the time when it took eighty-three 
days for the ship Arbella to come from Southampton to the Salem 
Harbor, Massachusetts, America’s contacts with other nations 
were slight. 


World nations are now no longer foreign and unknown to 
each other. They are but a few hours apart in transportation 
and only a few minutes apart in intercommunication. The world 
today is interwoven with means of common communication by 
the various ocean craft, the automobile, the airplane and by the 
wire and wireless devices. 


These great changes in living have brought new demands 
upon education, necessitating changes in school procedure and 
curricula. The procedure of the modern school and the life of 
the present day teacher are very different from those of the days 
of Ichabod Crane. 
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The improved conveniences for comfort and progress today 
have brought many and grave problems affecting schools as well 
as other phases of life. 


A great problem confronting our schools today is that the 
courses of study and kind of instruction are not fully adapted to 
the future needs of our children, but are based rather upon 
tradition. 


The early settlers of this country established schools be- 
cause they knew for what purpose they wanted them, and the 
courses of study and daily instruction were directed to meet their 
needs. As schools grew they developed into institutions for in- 
tellectual attainment, and drifted from the original policy. 


The legal justification for taxing all the people for educa- 
tion and for requiring all children to attend school is based 
upon the proposition that school training shall make good citi- 
zens for the Commonwealth. 


There is a real danger that there may creep into the school 
program some things which are folderols for child entertainment 
or as alibis for educators and school managers because they do 
not fully perceive the future needs for community living. 


Many school programs continue to require instruction in 
some subject matter which has become non-essential. We still 
hold to these topics because of the long established notion that, 
because they are intellectual and difficult to master, they are 
valuable and should be exactingly taught. The sentiment still 
exists that an error in addition, spelling or word inflection is a 
greater misdemeanor than a disregard of health rules, a bad habit 
or disrespect for law. 


Some of the topics to which schools might well give more 
attention are: instruction on how to keep well; safety rules; 
courtesy and consideration of others; how to get along with each — 
other ; appreciation of organized government; respect for law as 
a rule of conduct and right home building. 


Educators and school authorities are under an obligation 
to divine the educational needs of future society, rather than to 
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follow indolently in the paths blazed by the intellectuals of the 
past. 


It cannot be expected that any one school system shall sud- 
denly make radical changes in its curricula and line of training. 
It is a problem which must be worked out at large by a gradual 
development. Much improvement can be made in the school pro- 
gram by reducing requirements in the less essential parts of a 
subject and by being less exacting in those which are largely 
of benefit to the few. Thus there will be more time for instruc- 
tion in the lines needed by all the people. High Schools should — 
be less influenced by the demands of the higher institutions of 
learning and have a greater appreciation of the needs of all who 
are to have a part in maintaining our nation. 


Several facts related to this theme and worthy of considera- 
tion were presented in the report last year. 


This problem is being considered by our instructors and we 
aim for improvements in these lines suggested. 


Since Hopedale is favored with excellent buildings, an ef- 
ficient teaching staff and a School Committee and townspeople 
willing to provide the schools with all essential equipment and 
supphes, we have no particular needs to report. Repairs on 
buildings are made and supplies provided as needed. 


The writer would like to suggest that, since supplies are 
willingly provided it becomes easy for teachers to ask for things 
that are good in themselves, but are not essential. Careful 
judgment should be used in order that we may not abuse the 
privilege we have. 


The chief repair work done this past year was the build- 
ing in of the so-called smoke partitions in the Park Street build- 
ing as per order of the State Building Inspector. All school 
seats and desks in all buildings except the High School were 
varnished by the janitors during the summer vacation. This 
is a good plan, so that under the watchfulness of the teachers, it 
is thus possible to keep the desks as fresh as new all the time. 
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There have been but two changes in teachers and no particu- 
lar changes in operating policies, buildings or equipment this 
past year. 


Because of a little smaller school enrollment and by a re- 
arrangement of pupils one less teacher has been employed in 
the elementary grades this school year. 


Because of the large enrollment in the Kindergarten, Miss 
Staples was engaged as full time assistant. 


The South Hopedale one room school has gone on in the 
usual harmonious and successful manner under the direction of 
the same teacher as in the few years past. A Victrola and records 
have been provided the school to aid in our work in music appre- 
ciation. ‘These are greatly enjoyed by the children and are in- 
structive as well as pleasurable. 


At the first of the year our new group contained several who 
had never known much of the joy of singing, but with Miss 
Goodenough’s help they are doing a great deal better and are 
coming to the realization of their abilities in that phase of ex- - 
pression. 


The second largest and an especially good class was gradu- 
ated from the eighth grade last June. This class now in the 
High School is raising the intellectual aspirations of us all. The 
_ graduation exercises were very pleasing. The essays were ex- 
cellent and the music was artistic. 


The High School is enjoying the attractive building and 
especially the library of the beautiful Memorial room. 


The musical entertainments, rhetoricals, school plays, prize 
Speaking contest, field day, graduations and other particulars 
are covered in the special printed reports or in the extracts taken 
from the reports received. 


The following extracts are taken from the reports furnished 
by the building principals, special teachers andi supervisors. 
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Suggestions from Dutcher Street Schools: 


Children need more practice in saying what they wish to 
express. Teachers may be helping children too much in answer- 
ing questions. 


Children who are not scholastically inclined should have 
some type of training suited to their ability and needs after they 
leave the eighth grade. 


Some practical penmanship system should be adopted and 
carried out in all the grades. Better penmanship is needed. 


Time given to special subjects should be less. 


The school day should be longer for the Dutcher Street 
grades. In these days of movies, radios, etc., pupils cannot do 
home study, and our school day is too short for getting the re- 
quired work done. 


The lack of scholarship and the prevalent indifference to 
learning are difficult problems for the teachers, yet they are 
striving for improvement. 


Points from Chapel Street Schools: 
The fifth grade is giving much attention to clear expression, 
and comprehension of the fraction. | 


First and second grades are having much word drill and 
phonics. All schools have safety instruction. 


Considerable additional equipment has been put in the 
Kindergarten room, and much project work is being done. 


The children gave a very attractive Christmas play, all were 
in costume. There were over one hundred guests present. 


Individual cupboards have been built for the sixty-three 
members of the Kindergarten and the children use these as they 
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would desks in the grades. They have been taught to write half 
the letters of the alphabet and their names; also to count by ones 
to fifty, by fives and tens to one hundred and to make and recog- 
nize all numbers. 


The children have read about a dozen charts prepared by 
the teachers and their reading vocabulary is about one hundred 


words. 


Among the projects which were carried out the most fruit- 
ful and valuable were: Indian Life, Pilgrim Life, Farm Life 
and the doll house. The latter included making of furniture, 
designing and decorating, study of rooms and styles. This was 
accomplished in correlation with the new Newson Reading 
System. 


Sentiments from Park Street Schools: 


It is gratifying to note the progress of these schools and 
strong work is being done in each room. 


The physical exercises under the direction of Mr. Gourlie 
are accomplishing much for correct posture as an important part 
of health training. 


Because the early years of school life are the formative 
years, character training is the underlying aim of every activity 
of the school. 


Simple exercises in observance of holidays have been held, 
with public exercises at Memorial and Christmas time. A large 
number of parents and friends were present at these exercises. 
Visitors on any day to see the regular school work are most 
welcome. We urge that parents visit the schools. Your pres- 
ence will encourage and inspire the children and you will thus 
get a better acquaintance with the school work. 


The thoughtful generosity of Mrs. B. H. Bristow Draper 
at Christmas time is much appreciated. 
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MANUAL TRAINING. 


Manual Training as carried on in the seventh, eighth, and 
ninth (first High) grades is intended to train the boy in the 
general use of tools and their care. The drawing of each pro- 
ject is to acquaint him with the making of drawings and read- 
ing of blue prints. 

Much is being said about part time vocational training. 
Tools and equipment help to make such a school profitable. 


Mechanical drawing is taught in the eighth grade and High 
School. Drawing in the eighth grade is demonstration work. 
First year High is for copying blue prints and is connected with 
Manual Training in the shop. 


FREEHAND DRAWING. 


Art has always been important but it is fast becoming a 
most important part of the school curriculum. It is related to 
every day life, and the thousands of pupils in school who must 
face a commercial living require a knowledge of Art as related 
to commercial life. 


The main objective of Art and Handwork in our public 
schools is “Appreciation”. By this we mean: Intelligent recog- 
nition and sympathetic understanding of beauty in nature and in 
human expression. The secondary objectives are: knowledge, 
skill, and habits. 

Under knowledge we aim to develop visual discrimination, 
memory and imagination. Hence we find a reason for teaching 
object drawing, theory of color, and illustrative or imaginative 
drawing. 


The ability to measure correctly; to execute designs ac- 
curately; and to do various types of construction, develops skill. 
Continued development of skill must necessarily become a habit 
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and it is the habits, ideals and attitudes gained through con- 
tinued drill in our drawing classes that will finally carry over 
into the later business or home life of each child. 


Drawing, painting, design, color and handicraft are each an 
important element of Art. To know even a little of each will 
help toward a better understanding of the whole and toward 
developing that “Appreciation” which is so necessary in the life 
of every human being. 


The physical director reports the following: 


The interest of the High School in physical exercises has 
improved much. The results of the triple posture test given 
were very good, nearly all passing the test. 


HEALTH WORK. 


For the past few years one of the Draper Corporation 
nurses has successfully carried on the School Nurse’s work in 
addition to her other duties. From January through June Miss 
Mildred Redden had charge of the school nursing. 


Because the entire time of the Corporation nurses was 
needed in their hospital, Miss Redden could not longer be 
spared for the school nursing work, so in September the School 
Committee made arrangements with the Milford, Hopedale, and 
Mendon District Nursing Association to do this work and now 
one of their nurses spends two days a week, Mondays and Thurs- 
days, in the schools. Her time is spent in consulting with the 
teachers, giving health instructions, weighing and measuring the 
children, inspections, individual talks with pupils and home visit- 
ing. 
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Diseases reported and investigated, chicken-pox, mumps, 
measles, scarlet fever and diptheria. 


The annual examination was made by the school physician, 
Dr. Weymouth, with the assistance of the school nurse. Three 
hundred seventy-four pupils were examined and the various de- 
fects noted and reported to pupils and parents. These condi- 
tions have been followed up and many of the defects corrected. 
Four children have been taken to a clinic for chest examination 
and X-rays. 


The school nurse, Miss Grady, visits the schools on the ap- 
pointed days, examining pupils, recommending for exclusion those 
who are suspects of contagious diseases, inspections for cleanli- 
ness and giving health talks to schools. Much is done by the 
school nurse for correction of defects by visiting the homes. 
There is a marked improvement in general physical conditions 
and the school children as a whole take much pride in per- 
sonal neatness and cleanliness. 


We acknowledge with pleasure the gift of Mrs. B. H. 
Bristow Draper which brought much joy to the school children 
at Christmas time. Those who were in the schools the last 
day of school before Christmas caught the Santa Claus spirit 
of the children. 


The lists of prizes, medals and awards received by pupils 
during the year will be of interest to all readers. 


The Superintendent takes this opportunity to thank the 
pupils for the courtesy and kindness extended to him. There is 
nothing more cheering and inspiring in the times of strain and 
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perplexity of duty than the cheering smile, the “Good morning” 
and willing spirit of the girls and boys. 


Such children, loyal earnest working teachers, backed by a 
helpful School Committee with the liberal support of the people 
make for good schools. 


High ideals of education and life should be maintained, but 
our standards must be adapted to the conditions of the times. 
Massachusetts early established public schools for the purpose of 
training citizens. ‘The aim of the Hopedale schools is to make 
every child the most loyal and useful citizen he can be. So long 
as we hold to this aim Hopedale will continue to have good 
schools.

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HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL'S REPORT. 


In my last report I stated that a new era had dawned in the 
life of the school. Since that time a full year has passed, the 
dawn has brightened into the day of fuller opportunities and 
heavier responsibilities caused by the immense increase in our 
“plant”, the town’s highest educational institution is running on 
full time, and is rapidly proving its right to exist and justify 
the confidence of those who foresaw its place in our fine com- 
munity. In our central location we have received many visitors 
during the past year. Such are always welcome, and particular- 
ly when the parents call upon us are we pleased. 


This business of education is unique. What responsibilities 
fall upon the teachers! A goodly part of the young men and 
women of the town come in contact with these teachers during 
that period in the young people’s lives, which, to my mind, is 
the most critical. These adolescent years of high school age 
are of such importance. During such period the boy or girl is 
slowly but entirely changed from the happy carefree youngster 
to the more or less thoughtful young man or woman. During 
that period they are assuming traits and an outlook on life that 
are lasting. This is where our teachers enter. In constant con- 
tact with these young people five days in the week for forty 
weeks in the year, can anyone, even the parents, become any bet- 
ter acquainted with every side of these energetic youngsters? I 
believe we really come to know them in the true sense. 


It has often been said that the high school of today is de- 
manding too much of the pupil. May not the public be demand- 
ing and expecting too much of the school? Frequently is the 
thought expressed that our aims are too high; that we are look- 
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ing for too lofty standards. Must we agree with such sentiment 
and admit that the ideals and purposes of the founders of this 
nation of ours; those conceptions burning in the minds of our 
great men of long ago as they looked into the future and gave 
to the world ‘‘the most wonderful work ever struck off at a given 
time by the brain and purpose of man’, are too much to attain? 
Where, then, is the answer? 


Today, as in no previous generation, problems of tre- 
mendous proportions confront our young people on every side. 
Pupils are entering our high schools at an earlier age than 
ever before. Possibly this means that in the past our 
elementary course was a year or so too long. To this modern 
conception I have not been converted. But these pupils are 
in our high schools; curricula are presented to them which 
education in the main feels is sufficient for their training, and 
they are encouraged and helped by the teaching force. But 
what about life outside the school? I said this generation is fac- 
ing mighty problems. I repeat it. Wherever in the world’s 
history is found a period comparable to that of the past twenty- 
five years? How are our young people using this outside time? 
Social attractions are staring at them, the moving pictures draw 
many on afternoons and evenings, and the allurement of the radio 
encroaches upon valuable time. These are only a few of the at- 
tractions. The writer trusts that his readers will bear in mind 
that he is not condemning the above. Each has its valuable place 
in life, but we have not yet learned how to allot our time so that 
each may have its rightful place. Our young people must be 
trained to make their choice wisely. I appeal to all to assist our 
boys and girls in finding themselves. We of the high school 
recognize our responsibility; may we have the thoughtful co- 
operation of our parents, our Churches, and our civic organiza- 
tions in lending wise and intelligent assistance to our coming 
citizens; these boys and girls of our schools, in order that they 
may take their places in the life of our community, state and 
nation; always a lasting credit to our beloved Hopedale High 
School. 
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We feel that the year just passed has seen much accom- 
plished. Our last graduating class is scattered far and wide in 
chosen fields. ‘Those higher institutions claiming some are Wor- 
cester Polytechnic Institute, Bates College, two; Miss Perry’s 
Kindergarten School, Northeastern University, Tabor Academy, 
Asbury College, Framingham Normal School, Springfield Libra- 
ry Training School, and the Worcester City Hospital. One fact 
is also worth noting. Madison H. Goff has a fine position with 
the United Fruit Company and is now in Panama. It takes 
courage to make this tremendous break from home relationships. — 
Just another step in character building we think. 


Our school paper, The Blue Flame, donated a two dollar 
and a half gold piece to John A. Baker as the winner of the 
best Lincoln essay. This same young man also won the Wash- 
ington and Franklin medal given to that member of the senior 
class for especial excellence in American history and civil gov- 
ernment. 


Another class has gone to Washington and returned with 
glowing accounts of the fine trip experienced. This tour is a 
milestone in the lives of our seniors and should be continued. 
Each year Mrs..B. H. Bristow Draper has graciously donated 
a sum of money just previous to the departure of the class which 
has always insured the financial success of the happy 
venture. For this we are deeply grateful. In a personal way I 
wish to express my sincere appreciation and thanks to Mr. and 
Mrs, J. L. Remington who so kindly conducted the party at a 
time when my own family conditions prevented my going. 


In athletics our school had its share of success. For the 
fourth time in seven years the baseball team won the champion- 
ship of the Tri-County League. Much credit is due Mr. Nye 
for this triumph. The annual league track meet at Medway re- 
sulted in a victory for Hopedale. 


An organization, termed the Student Council, has been 
formed, having for its chief aim the promotion of closer coopera- 
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___ tion between faculty and pupils in a sincere effort to lift the gen- 
eral tone of ranks in the various subjects. This council is com- 
posed of eight pupils, a boy and a girl from each class, and the 
principal. This group meets monthly at the home of the latter. 
_ We hope for beneficial results. 


Again the invitation is extended to those interested in the 
welfare of the school to come in and see us. Results of a more 
satisfactory nature are achieved where sympathy and mutual 
understanding abide.

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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL 
MEMORIAL ROOM LIBRARIAN. 


DA Aho La an ta 


The Memorial Room was opened for the pupils’ use April 
15, 1929. It may be used during school hours three days a week: 
Monday, Wednesday and Thursday. Since October 21, each 
pupil is required to spend at least one period each week in the 
library. From April 15 to January 1, 1930, the library has been 
open seventy days and used by seven hundred twenty-nine pupils 
because so required, and one thousand six hundred seventy-one 
voluntarily. This period spent in the library is never a class 
period but a so called “‘spare’’ or study period when the class 
is having no recitation. 


CONTENTS. 


The library on January 1, 1930 consisted of 1094 volumes 
from the private library of the late General William F. Draper, 
and thirty-eight given since the opening by his daughter, the 
Princess Margaret Boncompagni. She has given also a year’s 
subscription to Le Petit Journal; Magazine World; National 
Geographic; Nature Magazine; Reader’s Digest; Scientific 
American (two copies each month) and Time. The Atlantic 
and World’s Work are also regularly received. 


USE. 


The aim in the mind of the custodian is to arouse and foster 
a love of worth while reading with its by-product of culture, 
and to supplement the regular text book work whenever so re- 
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quested. The collection contains few reference books but is dis- 
tinctly a reading library. A “period” is ordinarily forty min- 
utes of quiet reading in either magazine or book. Sometimes the 
book or magazine article is assigned by the teacher, more often 
individual choice, the result of browsing, book lists or personal 
suggestion. No book or magazine is loaned outside the Memorial 
Room, except to teachers for classroom use. As the Memorial 
Room adjoins the English classroom a reference or book can be 
furnished quickly to meet an unforeseen need. If the present 
freshmen class as seniors knows and loves better books than to- 
day a part of the credit may justly, it would seem, be given this 
room. There has never been a yard stick measure for culture, 
but a broader culture is the rason d’etre of all the work, in spite 
of the fact that it is an intangible that can never be reported.

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MUSIC SUPERVISOR’S REPORT. 


The past year has been a very interesting one musically— 
the children in all the grades and High School too, have shown a 
very great deal of interest as well as intelligence in their work 
and the development in many cases has been quit remarkable. 


In High School we have introduced the Art of Apprecia- 
tion of Music as well as the study of many vocal selections writ- 
ten by our great composers. 


We are hoping that the High School boys and girls may 
receive at least, one credit a year for the three forty-five minute 
periods a week which they give to music. As many of our 
colleges and universities are working on a plan at the present 
time whereby High School students can receive the same credit 
for musical work done as they receive for all other studies at 
entrance, it behooves us to prepare our boys and girls for such 
credit. 


A new radio has been installed in the High School so that 
our students can hear the wonderful lectures and illustrations 
which Dr. Walter Damrosh gives on Friday mornings especially 
prepared for school children. 


An orchestral class would be of great benefit to all our 
girls and boys and we are anticipating that such work may be 
established in the near future. 


Our grade children are now writing music in their Hollis 
Dann writing books and this work is of much value to them in 
the art of sight singing and musical thinking. 
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We also have begun ‘appreciation of music’’ in the grades 
and find it has been of great benefit to all, especially those who 
are hampered with tone deafness and cannot sing. 


For all our holidays throughout the year we have given 
special musical programmes and at Christmas time the children 
gave an excellent rendition in song of the Christmas Story illus- 
trated with many beautiful and inspiring carols. 


Our special aim musically is to so train the children to ap- 
preciate and love the best in music and later to be able to apply 
it to the great art of living, for music should not be merely a 
luxury but a necessity. 


Your Music Supervisor very happily wishes to express her 
deep appreciation for faithfulness shown by her co-workers, for 
the many courtesies extended her by pupils and teachers alike, 
and the support and help given by your Superintendent and 
School Committee.

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THE LIBRARIAN OF THE BANCROFT LIBRARY 
REPORTS THE FOLLOWING OF THE 
LIBRARY READING COURSE. 


During the summer months 136 boys and girls from the 
third through the eighth grades read and reported on 1,444 books 
for the State Certificate Reading course. Thirty-three honor 
certificates and 247 five-book certificates were earned by the 
young people. Miss Anna M. Bancroft again presented two 
books to the boy and girl doing the best work in the reading. Rita 
Greene, who received the book for the girls, was given a copy of, 
“Aunt Jo’s Scrap Bag,” and Philip Temple was presented with 
an illustrated copy of the, “Black Arrow.”

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


On December fourteenth of this year The Bancroft Memorial 
Library completed its thirtieth year in its present building. The 
following two paragraphs quoted from the Trustees’ report for 
1899 will recall a few of the facts pertaining to the origin of the 
building which has been the home of the library during this 
period. 


“The end of 1899 finds the library permanently settled in its 
new home, The Bancroft Memorial Library, which has been so 
generously given to the town by Mr. Joseph B. Bancroft in 
memory of his wife, Mrs. Sylvia W. Thwing Bancroft. For 
beauty, elegance of finish, and perfect adaptation to the purpose 
for which it was designed, nothing is left to be desired. It will 
long remain as a fitting memorial of a noble woman, and the 
thanks, not only of the present, but of future generations will 
descend upon the generous giver. In no other way could so many 
lives be reached and benefited as by a public bequest of this 
kind.” 


“We feel that full justice would not be done Mr. Bancroft 
if we failed to mention that he went beyond the usual bounds of 
custom in making a public bequest, and gave to the town not only 
the lot of land and building thereon, but the furnishings through- 
out, an account of which, in detail, will be found elsewhere in 
this report. Farther than this we are indebted to him for a fine 
portrait of himself and Mrs. Bancroft, also through his request 
the pictures of Mrs. Geo. Draper, Mr. and Mrs. Warren Dutcher, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Eben D. Draper have been placed on the walls 
of the library.”

The attention given to the preservation of the building has 
kept it in excellent condition and it doés not show its thirty years 
of constant use. 


Your attention is called to a few interesting comparisons of 
statistics for this period. Circulation for the year 1900, the first 
full year of the new building, was 14,320; for 1929, 42,055. The 
per capita circulation for the same years was 7 and 14 respective- 
ly. The receipts for 1900 were $2,584.22 and the amount spent 
for books was but $647.98. The figures for 1929 were: receipts, 
$7,541.35, books, $846.17. The summary shows 193 per cent. 
gain in circulation; 100 per cent. in per capita; 191 per cent. in 
receipts; and only 30 per cent. in the amount spent for books. 
The annual appropriation in 1900 was $2,489.00; in 1929, 
$3,828.00. This shows that although the usefulness of the library 
has increased nearly 200 per cent. the increased cost to the town 
has been only 52 per cent. which includes the maintenance of the 
new children’s room. 


The circulation for 1929 is less than that of the previous 
year which was our banner year. There is, however, a gain over 
the year 1927 which was the first time the circulation was over 
forty thousand volumes. The population of the town is 3020 
which gives us the high per capita circulation of 14. 


The accessions this year were 628 volumes, the withdrawals 
43 making a gain of 585 volumes for the year and a total number 
of 16,861 volumes in the library. Some of the important addi- 
tions to our collection this year are: Compton’s Pictured En- 
cyclopedia, 10 volumes; New Human Interest Library, 6 vol- 
umes ; Dictionary of American Biography, to be completed in 20 
volumes, and The United States Catalog of Books in Print Janu- 
ary 1, 1928, supplemented by the Cumulative Book Index. 


The Children’s Room continues to attract large numbers of 
our young people. The circulation in this department was 
13,720 which is 1181 less than that of 1928. The year 1928 was 
the first year of our Children’s library and the circulation and 
attendance in this department was very high. This year the work 


ee a ek ie a 
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has assumed a more normal trend, and when we consider that 
there are but 2049 volumes and 465 borrowers in this department, 
the constant use of this room is apparent. Much care is given 
in the selection of the books for his department and on the 
shelves may be found books for every type of child. 


There were 136 boys and girls who read for state certificates 
this year. They reported on 1444 books. Thirty-three honor 
and 247 five-book certificates were awarded. On Saturday, 
November 23, the last day of Good Book Week, a play, ‘The 
Golden Key’ was presented by the certificate readers. After the 
play Rita Greene received a copy of Aunt Jo’s Scrap Bag, and 
Philip Temple a copy of the Black Arrow from Miss Bancroft, 
for giving the best reports on the books they had read. Eleven 
story hours, attended by 361 children, were conducted during the 
year. 


The administration of this room has been made more efficient 
by gifts from Miss Bancroft of a new charging desk and a maga- 
zine case. 


Our special collection of finely illustrated children’s books 
was enlarged through the generosity of Mrs. Nathaniel D. Ayer 
who again sent us twenty-five dollars to be used for juvenile 
books. The book collection was further benefited by a gift of 
thirty books from Miss Bancroft. 


Our Branch Library which takes care of our readers in the 
south end of the town and is open one day each week, reports a 
circulation of 4344 volumes, a gain of 155 over 1928. The 
assistance rendered by Miss Caldwell, the branch librarian, to 
the Townspeople is much appreciated, and she reports many gifts 
of current magazines and flowers. 


Miss Visser, a part time assistant, left us in the fall to attend 
the library training class of the Springfield Library. Although 
we regret losing Miss Visser we feel that the library has started 
another worker in the profession. Miss Snodgrass, assistant in 
charge of the children’s room, attended the summer session of the 
School of Library Service at Columbia University. This added 
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training received by members of the staff raises the standard of 
the library and enables it to render more efficient service. 


In order to keep in touch with improved library methods, 
the librarian attended the American Library Association confer- 
ence held in Washington May 13-18, and the meeting of the 
Massachusetts Library Club in Lenox October 17-19. He also 
conducted a display of children’s books at the December meet- 
ing of the Woman’s Club, and gave a talk on children’s books at 
the December meeting of the Ladies’ Aid Society of the Union 
Church. 7 


The librarian wishes to express his appreciation to the 
Trustees for their continued cooperation and to the members of 
the staff for their interest in carrying on the work of the year.
